cannot taken out its hands nor the offence condoned compromised. for any 
reason whatsoever prosecution takes place when the member legal position aid the 
prosecution, and fails so, such member shall reimburse the Association for all expenses in- 
curred connection with the case reported. 


reporting cases the member agrees swear out warrant for the criminal concerned 
when his identity has been determined; John Doe warrant once States where permitted. 
The committee relentlessly pursues both amateur and professional criminals cases attempted 
successful fraud crime upon members the Association but cannot take cognizance such 
offenses where perpetrated upon other than members, so-called where the 
offender officer employe amember. The committee relies upon the State, county local 
authorities arrange for the extradition and the payment expense incident the return 
prisoner. The committee will not pay witness fees, and will not responsible for any expense 
incurred for protective work which has not been previously authorized.

“The Felix Cattle Land Co., Artesia, 
Morgan,” its presenter assured. have charge 
this firm’s New Mexico cattle ranches, and are put- 
ting thousands acres land the market.” Then 
continued that had come Ashland for the pur- 
pose securing local representatives and some 
advertising. “What are your advertising rates?” Mor- 
gan asked. 

The printer raised his eyes from the card and fixed 
them Morgan. saw before him man well 
years, neat and impressing appearance. 
once judged Morgan responsible business man and 
immediately increasing confidence him. 
gave his rates. verbal contract was made and the 
business completed. But Morgan did not leave. The 
printer grew interested Morgan’s fascinating account 
New Mexico’s land. Morgan was fluent talker and 
pleasing personality.

June Morgan entered the First National Bank

his draft and received the cash called for. The bank 
immediately wired down New Mexico the bank 
upon which the draft was drawn, and the message came 
back arrest the man, that was notorious swindler 
and that the Protective Department Section the past 
issues the JOURNAL the American Bankers Asso- 
ciation contained warnings and accounts his opera- 
tions that should referred to.

The court’s sympathies and emotions are worked upon, 
and the district attorney’s emotions are worked on, 
and the sheriff’s sympathies are aroused, and the police 
are begged drop the prosecution everybody con- 
cerned the case.

have sympathy such matters, but discreditable 
anybody that when officials manifest sympathy the 
way, after they have worked secure convic- 
tion, that they are criticised all over San Jose because 
the fact that this crime frequent here. Now this 
man has drifted into San Jose and plastered the town 
with false checks. The court has very grave doubt 
whether the hue and cry for this man’s arrest and pun- 
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would have ceased these checks had not 
paid. 

course this court has been inclined always, where 
first offense (and that meant the first of- 
fense which the man has been caught, because 
never know how many have been committed where the 
party has not been caught) give the offender another 
chance, unless the crime crime violence. But 
certainly the business community should not blame the 
prosecuting officers the peace officers, does blame 
them for failing pursue this class criminals, when 
the whole community which involved will come 
the witness stand and demand that the man without 
punishment. 

Now, the probation statute intended give the 
court chance merciful those who have weak- 
nesses which are hard overcome, and the court 
inclined all occasions obey -these dictates sym- 
pathy appears proper cause for doing. 

The district attorney’s office not accord with the 
idea permitting this man go, and frankly, the dis- 
trict attorney’s office right. Anyone who 
people who are concerned the administration jus- 
tice, who have ever had anything with the 
district attorney’s office, know that they are appealed 
day after day and week after week, sometimes every day 
the week, use the public money for the purpose 
apprehending check-passers who have succeeded im- 
posing upon individuals and then escape from the county 
even from the state, and all persons such knowledge 
realize why the district attorney’s office would like some 
time find case where the courts will feel justified 
severely punishing the offender and then letting the fact 
that such punishment will meted out become public 
property and public news, that others will warned 
from pursuing this same course San Jose. But 
not very encouraging the district attorney for every- 
body demand probation.

And you cannot expect the officers the law 
vigilant when their vigilance rewarded your coming 
here and opposing them when they demand, they 
this case, that the forger punished.
